A j 
movement is on foot to revive the plan 
of 
making a reservoir 
at Gull lake, 
northwest of Brainerd, which would be 
near enough the twin cities and the 
power dams hero and above, to be of 
great assistance in regulating the flow. 
The plan also calls for a diversion of 
the 
water of Willow 
river, 
which 
empties into the Mississippi a short dis­ 
tance above Aitkin 
and is one of the 
principal causes of the floods that have 
submerged low lands above that place. 
The Willow empties below Sandy lake, 
now the farthest down stream of all 
the reservoirs, and so at present there 
is no way to control its flow. 
The pro­ 
posed plan would divert the headwaters 
of the Willow through a chain of lakes 
to Pelican river, where a dam would 
force them by another channel into Peli­ 
can lake, and thence into Gull Ink**. 
A 
dam at the outlet of Gull lake would 
regulate the flow, and at a small cost it 
could 
fie made to contain 3,OOO,(XX),(HJO 
cubic feet, availabe for swelling the flow 
of the river during a dry spell. 
The p r o j e c t has enlisted the interest 
of A. L. Crocker, who has long been a 
worker for the improvement of toe up 
per Mississippi, and is now on the ex­ 
ecutive committee of the Upper 
Mis 
sissippi River Improvement association. 
Surveys are to be made of the necessary 
ditches to divert the water into Gull 
lake, and Mr. Crocker believes there is 
good reason to consider the scheme 
practical. 
Ho has outlined it to The 
Journal. 
“Congressman 
Bede of Duluth has 
been urging a (jill at Washington, said 
Mr. Crocker, “designed to prevent fur 
thor floods in 
Aitkin county. 
Below 
the city of Aitkin the Mississippi river 
has a quick current.

is sluggish, and with high water, d is­ 
astrous flood occur. 
Years ago a canal 
was projected to cut out this sluggish 
piece of river and by a quick discharge 
to pre-ve nt floods. The cost of this canal 
was estimated at 81,000,000, which is pro­ 
hibitive.
